President feouvelt Apptats Hon. Charles 
/J. Btiaurtt Secretary Of The Naw. 

A- dispatch from Washington on Than* 
dgy stated that Mr. Chailes J. Bonaparte 
of Baltimore, baa been selected by Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt to succeed Paul Morton as 
Secretary of tba Navy. He will take offioa 
as a member of tbe President’s Cabinet 
probably aljnnt August 1, though Secre¬ 
tary Mortob'will retire a month earlier. 

Tbe President made the announcement 
et tbe Whi^e House late Wednesday after¬ 
noon. It developed that the portfolio of 
Secretary at the Navy was offered to Mr. 
Bonaparte several weeks ago, when Mr. 
Morton first expressed an Intention to re¬ 
tire from public life at the end of June. 

Mr. Morton will not, as bsB been stated, 
assume tbe general management of tbe 
New York subway system of which Mr. 
Belmont is tbe president. On the contrary 
be becomes associated with New York 
capitalist* and financiers whose purpose It 
is to organise a rival concern to that *y§-

Although Democratic Primaries Have Been Appareat Majority Against The Plan—The ] Large Quantities Have Gone To Market This 
Called, Candidates Are Scarce- 
Some Of The Reasons. 

For some unexplained reason, though 
tbe Democratic county primaries have been 
•called for. Saturday June 17th, only two 
weeks hence, the crop of candidates up to 
■date le very light. Usually at this time 
there are aspirants by twos and threes for 
almost every office vacant on the ticket, 
bat this year tbe county statesmen are 
shy. Tbe only avowed candidates heard 
of np to this time are W. W. Larmore, of 
Tyaskin district, for tbe Legislature and 
Messrs. Elmer E. Bradley and Clayton 
J. Kelley for sheriff. For this latter nomi¬ 
nation under ordinary circumstances a 
■contest might be looked for, but tbe place 
was promised to Mr. Bradley way last 
winter and he will be nominated without 
a struggle. Mr. Kelley Is leading a forlorn 
hope and if be means to carry out bis 
threat and “bust tbe Democratic party,’’ 

,he had beet get bis forces in line, as be has 
not a ghost of a show. 

Mr. Larmore Is making an active can¬ 
vass of bis district and will probably have 
tbe support of bis delegation.

Shipments of strawberries have been 
very heavy over tbe B. C. & A. Ky. this 
week.110 car loads going north from points 
on that road during the week. Tbe largest 
shipment went from Plttsvllle, from wbloh 
place 17 car loads were forwarded in one 
day. From the N. Y. P. & N. R. R. ship- 
mentq have run light all the week, the 
larger part of tbe crop in Somerset county 
having been marketed. Tbe Adams Ex¬ 
press “berry extra” train was withdrawn 
from tbe N. Y. P. & N. R. R. on Wednes¬ 
day and tbe extra freight trains will be 
withdrawn both on the N. Y. P. & N. R. 
R. and tbe B. C. fit A. Ry.'* Saturday or 
Monday. 

Prices ruled low during tbe last of tbe 
week, as tbe Delaware berries were going 
into market, increasing the supply. As 
low as 4 cents was received Friday. 

“Gandy” berries are expected to be 
shipped from stations near Salisbury for 
ten days yet, but these will probably be 
bandied in refrigerator cars. Prices for 
these will likely be bigber next week and 
especially daring tbe last of tbe crop of 
this variety. They are a particularly de¬ 
sirable berry and always reach market in 
good condition. 

The strawberry crop has been very pro¬ 
fitable to growers this year, tbe yield hav¬ 
ing been large and prices good. As usual, 
the earliest varieties, such as “Michael’s 
Early” have not paid well, on account of

tem. It Is understood that Mr. 
salary will be 160,000 a year. 

President Roosevelt has for Rome months 
contemplated inviting Mr. Bonaparte to 
enter tne Cabinet. In November, soon 
after tbe election,it was stated in a Wash¬ 
ington dispatch that tbe President would 
probably tender him a Cabinet position, 
it beiug then believed tbat be would suc¬ 
ceed tne Secretary of tbe Interior. 

Last year President Roosevelt exhibited 
bis regard for Mr. Bonaparte by appoint¬ 
ing him one of tbe special attorneys to as¬ 
sist tbe Department of Justice in tbe prose¬ 
cution of the postal-fraud cases, and short¬ 
ly after tbat he was assigned to duty in 
connection with the investigation of the 
public-land frauds. It was upon tbe re¬ 
commendation of Mr. Bonaparte that Mi. 
Roosevelt appointed W. Hall Harris to be 
postmaster at Baltimore. 

Th< choice of Mr. Bonaparte as Secre¬ 
tary of the Navy will not only bring ano¬ 
ther Maryland man into a Cabinet at 
Washington, but will bIbo mark tbe entry 
.into that body of a descendant of tbe great 
Bonaparte family of France. Mr. Bona¬ 
parte was the only Maryland Presidenial 
Elector who cast a vote in tavor of Roose¬ 
velt and Fairbanks at tbe counting of the 
electoral vote in Baltimore on February 8 
last.

The Appointment of Mr. Bonaparte. 

The apDointment by President 
Roosevelt of Hon. Charles J. 
Bonaparte, of Baltimore city, to 
the portfolio of Secretary of the 
Navy, is an honor to the State of 
Maryland none the less due be¬ 
cause it was unsought. It comes 
as a very pleasant surprise to all 
the people of the State and, though 
Mr. Bonaparte’s appointment has 
no special political significance, it 
will cause rejoicing among all 
classes of Republicans in Mary¬ 
land. Mr. Bonaparte has alwavs 
been independent and was there¬ 
fore only a member of the Repub¬ 
lican State organization in a sense. 
He has never made a fight outside 
his party, however, and had he 
asked for the endorsement of the 
organization he would have re¬ 
ceived it. 

Mr. Bonaparte and President 
Roosevelt are strong personal 
friends and they were closely as¬ 
sociated for several years. They 
are both graduates of Harvard 
College and are alike in theories 
and ideals. 

Mr. Bonaparte is a native of 
• Baltimore and is one of the most 
distinguished and wealthy citizens 
of the city. He is the second son 
of Jerome Napoleon Bonaparte 
and Susan May Williams. He 
was admitted to the bar of Mary¬ 
land in the Circuit Court for How¬ 
ard county in 1874. Though not 
an expert on naval affairs, Mr. 
Bonaparte is well posted on all the 
policies of this government, and 
will probably be in full accord 
with President Roosevelt in his 
ideas of building and maintaining 
an enlarged fighting force for the 
sea, inferior to no other power and 
commensurate with the great and 
gaining power of the United States 
at home and abroad. The ap¬ 
pointment will give general satis¬ 
faction to the Republican party, 
and to the people of the pountrv. 
no matter of what political com¬ 
plexion.

Mr. Bonaparte was warmly 
received by the members of the state "cen¬ 
tral committee and the greeting tendered 
him was a complete refutation of the charge 
that bis appointment in President Roose¬ 
velt’s cabinet was e bomb in the camp and 
a blow to tbe organisation. On the con¬ 
trary, hiB advent into tbe party councils 
was attended by many other prominent 
Republicans who are seldom seen at for¬ 
mal party gatherings, but who are always 
sought in forming party policies. Tbe in¬ 
dications were that Mr. Bonaparte’s up- 
pea rauceas part of the organization inaugu¬ 
rates a new era in Republicanism in the 
State. Former United States Senators 
Louis E. McComas and George L. Welling¬ 
ton were conspicuous by their absence. 
All tbe best known county and city lend¬ 
ers, however, with these exceptions, were 
present and harmony ruled every section 
of the convention.

Ex-Governor Jackson Not To Be Candidate I 
AMalo—Interview in The Wednesday’s 
Baltimore News. 

It has been rumored in Salisbury and 
Baltimore that ex-Governor B. B. Jackson I 
would be nominated in 1007 to succeed i 
M. V. Brewmgton in the State Senate I 
from Wicomico county. The following in- 1 
terview with ex-Governor Jackson in tbe I 
Baltimore News on Wednesday effectively ; 
disposes of the report: < 

Ex-Governor E. E. Jackson was asked 
by a reporter for The News whether the 
report was true that be would be a candi¬ 
date for tbe State Senate in 1907 to succeed ' 
Senator M. V. Brewing ton, whose term 
will then expire. Tbiswill be the Legisla¬ 
ture that will elect a successor to Senator 
Gorman, and thh story intimated that Ex- 
Governor Jackson would be enabled to spar 
for position should he become a member 
of it. In reply to questions on the subject, 
the former Governor said: 

“Such a story is ridiculous. I have no 
idea of becoming a candidate for tbe 
State Senate in 1907 or at any other time, 
and, in fact, there Ib no political joftice in 
the 8tate that 1 would have to which the 
people would elect me. ’’ 

“Does this mean your absolute with¬ 
drawal from politics:" 

"Not at all. I am a Democrat and am 
interested and will always be interested in 
the Democratic party, but 1 do not expect 
to seex office and do not want it. Down 
iu my sectiou of tbe Btate I am always 
glad to act ns adviser. 1 am independent 
and do as I please, and any man can learn 
where I stand on any and every question. 
All that I ask is for good men to be put up 
for office, and 1 advocate a square deal all 
the time and a fail count. 

. "1 do not indorse trickery in the ballot. 

1 believe tbe independent form of govern¬ 
ment is the best form, and 1 reserve the 
right not to vote for a Democratic can¬ 
didate if 1 consider him unfit to All the 
office to which be aspires." 

"Can you, then, be ranked with the in¬ 
dependent in politics!" 

"I can to tbe extent that I am a Demo¬ 
crat through circumtacces, and support 
the Democratic ticket when it is a good 
one. but not when it does not measure up 
to tbe standard. Nationally there are 
things about tbe Republican party that I 
like, but in State elections tbe negro issue 
must lie considered and on this 1 am a 
Democrat to tbe back bone. 

"I do not think tbe negro should be al¬ 
lowed tbe right of franchise and I say this 
in all kindness to him. It is best for him. 
best for his neighbor and best for society 
at large that be should uot vote." 

"What about the Poe amendment! Do 
you indorse it aud will you support it!" 

"I am going to Europe on June 27 to re¬ 
main until the end of October, and will 
not lie at borne to take part iu the cam¬ 
paign, bnt 1 expect to vote for the amend¬ 
ment. It would perhaps have been better 
if tlie Worthingtou amendment, if consti¬ 
tutional, had been placed before the peo¬ 
ple. but it is no use to talk aiiout that uow 
1 mn going to vote (or tbe amendment lie 
cause, as 1 have said. 1 am conscleui iousIv

opposed to tiie negro having the right of 
franchise. 

"Should the measure be carried, it does 
uot. iu my opiuiou. indicate that the De¬ 
mocratic party in this State will be In per¬ 
petual jiower. 1 believe that the truly in¬ 
dependent cause will tie vastly benefltted 
by the eliuitiiutiou of tiie negro from poli- 
t ics. 

Although I -would deprive the colored 
mao of liis vote. 1 have no prejudice or ill 
feeling toward '.him. I was Governor of 
this ttute when the appropriation was ac¬ 
quired for the Maryland Agricultural Col¬ 
lege. mid 1 insisted thut some provision 
should lie made for colored students, iu u 
place, however, separate and distinct from 
the white."

The County Commissioners on Tuesday 
finished passing bills for tbe past year and 
struck the levy for 1906. The rate was 
fixed at 79j< cents on tbe $100 for county 
taxes, one cent lower than last year. The 
State tax is increased by one cent this 
year, however, and the total to lie collect¬ 
ed remains the same. The one cent reduc¬ 
tion in the county rate was a little more 
than made np by an Increase in the total 
value of property assessed of about $100,000. 
This was new property added to the book. 

Tbe value of property assessed was $0,- 
810,616.84. The total expenditure of the 
county and levied was $62,887.68. At tbe 
rate of 79*-$ cents, therefore, there is pro- 
viddd a surplus of about $1,260 to pay auy 
outstanding account and insolvencies.

He read his speech which had evidently 
been carefully projiared. and made many 
telliug points.

Wicomico County’s Tax Rate. 

Contrary to expectation, tbe tax 
rate has not been increased in 
Wicomico county, tbe reason be¬ 
ing that sufficient reductions in 
expenses were made in certain di¬ 
rections to off setincreased expen¬ 
ditures iu others. These include 
a number of the items; for illus¬ 
tration, the additional expenses 
that were thought would cause an 
increase were the improvement to | 
the Clerk of the Court’s office, an 
item of about $2000 and the new 
High School building bonds and 
interest, amounting to $2,800. 
These would, under ordinary cir¬ 
cumstances, have increased the 
rate several cents on the hundred 
dollars. But there was a decrease 
in the levy for county roads of 
several thousand dollars and a 
considerable falling off in tbe 
county Health Officer’s bill, due 
to there being no charge on ac¬ 
count of smallpox. Tbe rate for 
county purposes was lowered from 
80# cents on the $100 levied last 
year, to 79# cents. The State 
tax rate increases in 1905 however , 
from 22 # to 23 # cents, therefore 
the total rate remains the same— 
$1.03 on the $100. The one cent 
redaction for county purposes was 
possible because of new property 
added to the books, amounting to 
about $100,000, the total amount 
levied by the Commissioners be¬ 
ing, in round figures, tbe same as 
last year. In other words, the 
county’s finances show practically 
no changes. About the same 
amount was spent and about the 
same $um levied, therefore the 
rate has been kept down. This is 
the recommendation of the present 
Board to the public—they have 
been conservative. 

For tbe most part people are 
pleased with conservatism, es • 
pecially in public officials. A 
Board of Commissioners that does 
not increase taxes, is seldom criti¬ 
cized. But it is a mistake to look 
upon this feature as being the only 
one to be considered. So far as 
they have gone, the Board of 
Commissioners deserve commen¬ 
dation* They have been conser¬ 
vative—and the people want con¬ 
servatism. The people also want 
progressiveness, however, ond this 
the Commissioners are not. To 
be progressive does not neces¬ 
sarily imply extravagance, nor an 
increase in taxes. Nobodv favors 
higlier taxes unless necessary. 
But for our part, it the present 
levy had shown a small increase 
in the tax rate and badly needed 
improvements had been provided— 
especially to the county roads— 
(if such improvements required an 
increase) we would have been 
better Bati6hed aud more content¬ 
ed with the management of county 
affairs.

“Its object is to permit the reg- ^ 
istrars to ask such white men as | 
the party desires to have registered 
easy questions, such as ‘How 
many Governors can we have at 
one time?’ and to ask the negroes 
and such white men as they want 
to disfranchise difficult questions 
which ihev cannot answer, such 
as ‘What is an ex post facto law?’ 
Under this provision the registrars 
may disfranchise any one whom 
their political party does not wish 
to vote, and may register anyone, 
however depraved or ignorant, 
whose vote is deemed important 
by the oarty bosses. 

“But this is not all. The de¬ 
vice cannot work successfully un¬ 
der any fair election law. nor when 
the adminijtration of election af¬ 
fairs is in the hands of decent 
men. Therefore to work the de¬ 
vice successfully, other things are 
absolutely essential: 

"1. The election law must be 
changed so that all the registrars 
shall be Democrats, or that there; 
shall he two Democrats to one 
Republican. 

‘ 2. Registrars must be found 
who will prosecute their offices by 
applying the law with deliberate 
unfairness and partiality against 
the negro, and such foreign whites 
as might be undesirable voters. 

“3. Registrars are obliged to 
take an oath to execute their office 
‘without partiality or prejudice,’ 
and a violation of the oath is a 
crime.

LESSON XI, 8ECOND QUARTER, INTER¬ 
NATIONAL 8ERIES, JUNE 11. 
— 

Text of the Lesson, Urn*, i, 10-90. 
Memory Vent., 17,18—Golden Text, 
Rev. 1, 18—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns.

The title of this lesson does not seem 
to reach far enough, for It Is a message 
from the Lord Jesus Christ not only as 
risen, but some Blxty years after He 
had returned to the Father. I count It 
a great privilege to have even two les¬ 
sons from this marvelous portion of 
Scripture, of which It la written, 
"Blessed is he that readeth and they 
that hear the words of this prophecy 
and keep those things which are writ¬ 
ten therein, for the time la at hand” 
( 1 . 8 ). 

Note that the blessing la npon all who 
read and hear and keep the sayings of 
the book. It does not aay those who 
nnderstand, but It Is wonderful how 
much we can understand If we only 
read prayerfully and keep the saylngB. 
It Is profitable to have an outline of any 
book, and the following Is the simplest 
and best I have ever seen of this book: 
Chapter 1, John’s vision of Christ In the 
midst of the churches; 11 and ill, Christ’s 
last messages to the church on earth; 
lv and v, the church In glory; vl-xvtl, 
the great tribulation; xlx, the marriage 
and the return; xx, the thousand years; 
xxl and xxll, the new heaven and earth. 

It is not called a mystery, but a reve¬ 
lation, the revelation of Jesus Christ, 
the record of His taking possession of 
the earth, but with special reference to 
His dealings with Israel and her ene¬ 
mies. Our lesson today Is a description 
of Christ as He appeared to John In 
PatmoH while John was an exile there 
for the word of God and for the testi¬ 
mony of Jesus Christ (verse 9). Com¬ 
pare the description given of Him 
again In chapter xlx. 11-10, and we 
would do well to memorise both por- I 
tlons. The whole book gives honor to 
Him, as In 1, 5-7; v, 8-14; vll, 0-17; x, 1-8; 
xll, 11; xvli, 14; xlx, 7; xx, 0; xxl, 5, 0; 
xxll, 10. But these are only some of the 
more prominent words that give glory 
to Him. 

Would we see Him and honor Him, 
we must be In the Spirit, as John was 
(verse 10); otherwise we will continue 
blind to all His loveliness. Consider 
Blmeon's blessings because of his being 
controlled by the Spirit (Luke 11, 25, 26, 
27), and so It ever Is, communion, guid¬ 
ance and nil else. To he exiled from 
the w6rld and filled with the Spirit arc 
Indeed great blessings, among the 
greatest. The Lord’s day may possibly 
refer to the first day of the week, but 
1 think thnt It rather refers to the fact 
that John wns by the Spirit carried out 
into the great events of the day of the 
Lord so fully recorded In the Old Testa¬ 
ment. 

Note the four times that we find In 
this book our Lord's title "Alpha nnd 
Omega” (verses 8, 11; xxl. 0; xxll, 13). 
which. iK'Ing the first nnd Inst letters In 
the Greek alphabet, are at least sug¬ 
gestive of tills—that there Is nothing of 
the soul's need that letters cun spell that 
Is not found In Christ. The title "First 
and Last” Is iiIho found four times 
(verses 11. 17; 11, 8; xxll, 13) and re¬ 
minds us (hat In the whole Bible He Is 
first nnd last (Gen. I, 1; Itev. xxll, 2l( 
nnd all the way through the one per¬ 
son to bo seen and known, for, seeing 
Him, we see the Father (John xlv, 9). 

It was a good thing that John turned 
to see the voice, else he might huve 
missed (he glorious vision. It was when 
Moses turned ushle to see the burning 
bush that God called unto him (Ex. Ill, 
8, 4). Because In the rush of life we do 
not nlwnys tuke time to consider the 
way of God unil the voice of God wo 
miss so much. 

Let us behold with reverence und 
with love Him whom John saw In the 
midst of the candlesticks. He Is our 
girded High Priest, girded for loving 
ministry, for the girdle Is about Ills 
loins. Like Israel's high priest. Ho ev¬ 
er carries Ills people on His shoulders 
and Ills breast mul fulfills to each one 
(Rom. vlll, 28). The appearance of His 
head Indicates the Intense purity of nil 
thut Is suggested hy the head and Its 
contents, while Ills eyes ns a flame of 
fire remind us thnt all things are naked 
ami open to the eyes of Him with 
whom we have to do (Heb. Iv. 13). His 
feet suggest righteous Judgment l>y vir¬ 
tue of and In connection with Ills sac¬ 
rifice typified hy the brazen ultnr. The 
best comment on Ills voice Is Fzek. I, 
24, In connection with II These. II, 8. 
There are at least majesty and might 
and power. 

The seven stars are explained In 
verse 20. and a helpful comment Is 
found In Dent, xxxlll, 3; Jer. xvlll, 6; 
John x, 28. 29. In Ills hand for safety 
and service. The sharp sword 1 b ex¬ 
plained by Ileb. Iv, 12; Isa. lv, II. His 
countenance reminds us that “the Lord 
God Is a sun and shield," "the Sun of 
Righteousness," and that the time will 
come when the righteous shall shine 
forth uh the sun (Ps. Ixxxlv. 11; Mai. 
lv, 2; Matt, xlil, 43). 

If John, whom Jesus loved and who 
leaned on Jesus' breast, fell at His feet

party in London, 
an assistant from the museum with 
him, and on the coast of Africa a 
large number of natives will be em¬ 
ployed to accompany the expedition as 
hunters and burden bearers. 

The management of tbe Field Colum¬ 
bian museum fs anxious to complete 
its collections of tbe big game of Af¬ 
rica before communication with the in¬ 
terior of the continent Is made so 
easy that tbe animals will become a 
prey to the English and continental 
sportsmen. 

Tbe Chicago members of the expedi¬ 
tion will sail from America this sum¬ 
mer, tbe exact date not yet having 
been set. They will go to London and 
from there will salt for Mombasa, 
East African protectorate, where the 
native contingent of the party will be 
engaged. Mombasa Is only a few 
mllea south of the equator, and the 
members of the expedition will move 
due west Into the Interior and will 
conduct their researches and their 
shooting under trj'Iug climatic condi¬ 
tions. It Is In this section, however, 
that tbe big gume which Is sought still 
abounds. A special effort will be made 
to kill giraffes, rhinoceroses, UonB and 
African leopards. 

Tbe path of tbe buut probably will 
lie through Masali&nd, south of the 
Vlctorlu Xyunza, toward Lake Tagan- 
ylka. The party’s course and the field 
of Its collecting will lie south of those 
of the late Field museum expedition, 
conducted by Professor D. G. Elliot 
eight years ago. That expedition en¬ 
countered great hardships, due to heat, 
lack of water aud danger from the na¬ 
tives and from wild animals. It was 
necessary to take along an armed 
force of sixty men as protection from 
the attacks of the tribes of tbe Interior. 
Tbe forthcoming expedition probably 
will be guarded In a similar manner. 

Carl E. Akely, who will lead tbe par¬ 
ty now form lug. nearly lost his life on 
the former expedition In a fight with a 
leopard. Tbe beast was slightly wound¬ 
ed, and on the approach of Mr. Akely 
it sprang at him and bore lihn to the 
ground. He fought with It and su*- 
cecded In killing It, but only after lie 
had been badly Injured In the encoun¬ 
ter. 

The heat of the climate was such 
that Professor Elliot's health was un¬ 
dermined, and for this reason the sci¬ 
entist ennuot be a member of tbe com¬ 
ing expedition. Vernon Shaw Ken¬ 
nedy, who will accompany the expedi¬ 
tion, Is not connected with the Field 
museum, but lie has hunted big game 
In nearly all' countries, doing most of 
his shooting for the enrichment of sci¬ 
entific institutions. 

Speaking of the forthcoming expe¬ 
dition. Mr. Kennedy said: “It should 
he understood that the African trip Is 
uot for the purpose of sport. It Is to 
be conducted strictly for scientific pur¬ 
poses, and the animals that we kill

based on tbeir attained ages. Bat 
the raise falls heaviest and works 
the greatest hardship on the old 
man. It increases gradually to 
the age of 64—beyond that age it 
jnmps nearly 100 per cent. It is 
practically a “freeze out” of mem* 
bers who have attained the age of 
65 or over. 

As an illustration of how the 
new rates work out in detail, the 
case of one gentleman in Salisbury 
who has reached the age of 65 may 
be cited. He entered the order at 
52 years of age, taking out $3,000 
of insurance. He has paid, since 
1898 (when another raise took 
place, before that year a cheaper 
rate prevailing,) the sum of $6.30 
monthly on his $3,000. Under 
the new rate which goes into effect 
October 1st, he must pay $16.08 
monthly, an increase of nearly 300 
per cent.—or get out. 

The members of the order in 
Salisbury are in an uproar about 
it.

School Board Mtetinl. 

—The School Board have been in session 
two days this week. The main question 
before them was the disposition of small 
schools aud tbe consolidation of others. 
Quantico,Hebron and one or two others of 
tbe large towns will probably be strength¬ 
ened and some of tbe smaller schools near¬ 
by closed. Tbe power to do suob as this 
was granted by the last Legislature.

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The Poe Amendmclt In Wicomico 

It was demonstrated by the 
resolutions' adopted at the Demo¬ 
cratic County Convention on 
Tuesday, that the organization 
Democracy of Wicomico belongs 
to the radical wing of the party in 
Maryland on negro disfranchise¬ 
ment and that this issue will be 
pushed to the front in the coming 
campaign, notwithstanding the 
fact that Democrats in other parts 
of the State and particularly in 
Baltimore city are opposing both 
the amendment and its endorse¬ 
ment by the party conventions. 
There is a strong probability that 
the State Couveution will iguore 
the amendment.
